Athens Rumor F actory 
on Full Time. 


ATHENS, June 3.—Unconfirmed 
dispatches from Albania declare that 
Tirana, the capital, is about to fall 
into the hands of revolutionists. 
Athens, rumor factory of the RBal- 
kans, has received varied reports of 
progress of an uprising in Albania 
during the past 48 hours. The reports 
seem to eminate from rebel sources. 
Apparently some form of revolution 
has been attempted, aimed against. 
Tirana and Durazzo. 

Facts Not Wanted. 

An example of the reports is the fol- 
lowing: “Eight hundred fugitives ar- 
rived at Bari.” The occasion for their 
being fugitives and whence they came: 
s not mentioned. 

There were persistent reports yes- 
terday of fighting outside of Scutari 
and it was said 32 government sup- 
porters and 18 insurgents were killed. 
Another example of the rumors that 
reach Athens and are circulated from 
here is one received here this morning 
from Bucharest, totally unconfirmed, 
which says that General Averescu, 
Roumnian military leader, has re- 
quested King Ferdinand to dismiss 
the cabinet, “otherwise it will be over- 
thrown with 50,000 bayonets.” 

Almost an Oil King. 
Albania is a wild, mountainous lit- 
tle country on the Adriatic sea, be- 
tween Montenegro and Greece. It has 
been an Italian protectorate.

We are loath to — it, . such deter- 
mined fighters for complete national freedom as 
Guevara, Quezon, Osmena, Roxas, and Gabaldon 
have permitted the imperialist lackeys at Washing 
ton to pull the wool over their eyes. If the Filipi- 
no mission will lend a hand in the passage of this 
measure it will be falling into a dangerous trap 
set for the independence movement by the General 
Woods, Colonel Proctors, the Firestone Rubber 
and the Standard Oil interests. 

Once the Filipino spokesmen admit that the 
American imperialists have a right to stay in the 
Islands even one day, let alone twenty-five years, 
they will be surrendering the cardinal point of 
their whole struggle, they will be surrendering the 
most powerful weapon in their hands—the fact 
that the American capitalists and their strike- 
breaking government have no business in the Phi- 
lippines and are there only to exploit the country 
and rob the native people of the natural resources 
of the archipelago. Besides, postponing the settle- 
ment of the question of independence for a quarter 
of a century—means depriving the great Filipino 
freedom movement of much of its present fervor 
and zeal. This is precisely what the reactionary 
capitalist government at Washington is playing 
fer. 

There is still another rub to this crooked 
mandeuver on the part of the Coolidge Teapot 
administration. During the twenty-five year tran- 
sition period the American capitalists will increase 
their investments in the Philippines and will make 
sure of getting a stranglehold on the islands. At 
present we are told that the Philippines can’t be 
freed in less than twenty-five years because it will 
take this period for the Filipino people to meet the 
obligations they. have incurred to certain Boston 
and New York bankers. It is as clear as the bright- 
est daylight that at the end of the fixed period the 
Filipino nation will be more than ever in bondage 
te our profit-hungry financiers. Thus, the reasons 
that are being given today against immediate Phi- 
lippine independence will be given with much more 
force behind them twenty-five years from now. The 
present “solution” is therefore no solution at all 
and simply serves our ruling class with an effec- 
tive ruse for denying the Filipino people their 
national freedom ‘which is long overdue them. 

We hope that the Filipino spokesmen will not 
allow our capitalist plunderbund to fool them. If 
Quezon, Osmena and their colleagues do not fight 
the Fgirfield and Johnson measures tooth and nail, 
they will be guilty of striking a serious blow at 
the cause of their people.

Athens Rumor F actory 
on Full Time. 


ATHENS, June 3.—Unconfirmed 
dispatches from Albania declare that 
Tirana, the capital, is about to fall 
into the hands of revolutionists. 

Athens, rumor factory of the Bal- 
kans, has received varied reports of 
progress of an uprising in Albania 
during the past 48 hours. The reports 
seem to eminate from rebel sources. 
Apparently some form of revolution 
has been attempted, aimed against, 
Tirana and Durazzo. 

Facts Not Wanted. 

An example of the reports is the fol- 
lowing: “Eight hundred fugitives ar- 
rived at Bari.” The occasion for their 
being fugitives and whence they came 
s not mentioned. . 

There were persistent reports yes- 
terday of fighting outside of Scutari 
and it was said 32 government sup- 
porters and 18 insurgents were killed.

thrown with 50,000 bayonets.”

-SBATTLE, June 3.—vVerdict for 
3500 dmages rendered by a jury in a 
civil suit against the Typographical 
Union 202 (Seattle) exposes Ameri- 
can unions to overwhelming judicial 
attack by the employérs, unless the 
precedent is overruled. 

Altho the Pacific Typesetting Com- 
pany, which sued for $20,000 was 
awarded only $500, the verdict re- 
mains as establishing 
that an employer can sue and win |

strike if it results in financial loss to

The printers strike for the 44-hour 
week, called May 1, 1921; had cost the 
plaintiff $20,000. The direct cause of 
the walkout in his union shop was the 
accepting of work from non-union 
shops that had been previously struck 
by the union. 

“Establishing the principle that em- 
ployes are responsible financially as | 
the result of strikes will be one of the 
greatest blows ever aimed at organized | 
labor ‘anywhere in America,” declared 
Attorney Home T. Bone, counsel for 
the union.

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A Forecast of the Republican Convention

Worker.) 
HICH particular individual is 
chosen by the great dominant 
group of lords of finance and business 
as their servants in public office, is of 
slight consequence.to the masses who 
have no real voice in the choosing 
and no hope in the choice. But if 
there is little difference to us in con- 
crete results, there is much illumina- 
tion to be had by watching the proc- 
ess by which the great billionaires 
choose their Simon Legrees as over- 
seers of this giant plantation. 

We have just gone thru a rehash 
of the Republican conventiofi of 1920, 
brought out in the Teapot Dome in- 
vestigation. Those with sharp eyes 
—and especially those who read the 
DAILY WORKER—have gazed with 
astonishment on the process by which 
the last president and vice-president 
(now President Coolidge) were picked 
and placed Tn the White House by the 
boards of directors of oil companies 
and banks. The great Republican 
convention of 1920 looks like a lame 
puppet-show, now, in retrospect, when 
we know that the voting on the con- 
vention floor was all a farce and that 
Harding and Coolidge had been se- 
lected in advance, not in Chicago by 
the delegates. but in an office in Wall 
Street (or was it 26 Broafiway?), 
and that the managers of the show 
at the last minute received from Boies 
Penrose, bribe-taker of Standard Oil, 
a long-distance telephone call instruct- 
img them to stop the fireworks and 
to nominate Harding and Coolidge.

Again we will have a show, at the 
1924 convention of the Republican 
party. But the capitalist rulers of the 
United States cannot afford to give us 
so much of a circus, this time. They 
have had to reveal in advance that 
Coolidge — little-souled, cold-blooded, 
narrow-minded, tongueless Coolidge 
—will be nominated for the presi- 
dency on the Republican ticket. There 
is less margin of safety, this time, 
with the masses stirring in unrest; 
every possibility must be utilized in 
order to pass thru the presidential 
election with the least possible jolt. 
Not even a change of personnel is 
to be had, if it can be avoided. The 
big powers of Wall Street have en- 
sured in advance and even publicly 
revealed, that Coolidge will be the 
Republican nominee. Whether Coo- 
lidge will be president, depends upon 
the needs as they develop during the 
campaign. The powers that put 
Coolidge at the head of the Republi- 
can ticket will put another fish of the 


‘game school at the head of the Demo- 


cratic ticket—which is the old insur- 
ance-policy plan. If the Democratic 
ticket, with McAdoo (or a more ex- 
pedient substitute for McAdoo), is 
elected, it will make no difference to 
the Sinclair-Standard Oil-Mellon and 
Morgan interests. No petty-capitalist 
interests can get control of either of 
the old partie this year as the Bry- 
anites got control of the Democratic 
party in 1896. 

But from all signs it appears that 
the Wall Street dynasty thinks at the 
present time. that its best bet is on

breaker, farm-robber and silent re- 
tainer of the inner ring of high fin- 
ance, into the White House. It seems 
to be the smoothest way, using the 
advantage that is always held by the 
politicians in control of the govern- 
mental machinery. 

However, since Harding died and 
Coolidge moved up, a new second 
butler must be chosen—and ‘there 
comes the chance to give a show. 
The only excuse for a circus at Cleve 
land is found in the uncertainty (in 
the public mind) as to who will, be 
the vice-presidential. nominee. The 
chances are that this, too, is all set- 
tled. But the public hasn’t been told. 
The public is to be allowed the luxury 
of some suspense on this minor point. 


The suspense is probably only for 
the public, and very artificial. 

There is much reason to think that 
General Hell-and-Maria Dawes has 
already been slated for the vice-preai- 
dential nomination, tho it is rash to 
guess. The newspapers have very 
obviously been manufacturing a 
Saturday-Evening - Post-hero reputation 
for Dawes during the past few 
months. The Dawes report is not all 
report—it is also a reputation. Modern 
capitalists use all by-products, and a 
useful fame could surely be foreseen 
for the man selected to go over to 
settle the European tangle. 

Dawes is ideal for the campaign. 
“Hell-and-Maria” will make a good slo- 
gan among meek ladies and gentlemen

sites. He is a military man—that is, 
of the army purchasing-agent type. 


He is a cold-blooded financial manipu-

member. He—in casé of any event

Ot course it is possible that the Wall 
Street powers will not choose Dawes. 
They may think it wiser to befuddle 
the brains of petty-business men and 
timid workers and farmers, by using 
a “radical” reputation in the running- 
mate ot the “conservative” Coolidge, 
In such a case the. vice-presidential 
nominee might be the wild horse, 
Borah, come tame to eat out of the 
hand of a master who appreciates at 
times a spirited steed. But at the 
present writing, appearances, sham or 
real, indicate the choice of Dawes.

Nothing else. This is one of the straws 
that indicate that the wind blows 
toward the real intention of Wall 
Street to nominate Dawes.

The 
fathers of the Leopold and Loeb boys 
are also multimillionaires. The mur- 
der was planned months in advance, 
according to a confession made by the 
two prisoners. They had several boys 
listed as possible victims. 
boy happened to be the first. 

The murdered lad was educated in 
the Harvard school, which is reputed 
to be a nest of perversion. One of 
the instructors, Mr. Mott K. Mitchell, 
admitted being a sexual degenerate. 
„Nathan Leopold made an exhaustive 
study of degeneracy and supplement- 
ed the knowledge acquired from books 
by a varied personal experience. 

The murder was committed in a 
most cold-blooded manner. The vic- 
tim was inveighled into am automo- 
bile and while one of the murderers 
drove the car, his companion beat the 
Franks lad over the head with a chisel 
until death resulted. The body was 
then taken to a railroad culvert in an 
unfrequented spot, stripped naked and 
concealed, but not sufficiently. It was 
discovered by mere accident and clues 
leading to the apprehension of the 
murderers were found near the body. 

It appears from the confessions of 
the youths and intimate stories of 
their activities t both were sex per- 
verts. Psychiatrists ascribe the mo- 
tive of the crime not to the ransom 
theory as suggested in a letter writ- 
ten to the father of the dead boy, but

Besides Western 
Electric manufactures most of the 
equipment used by Western Union. 
In fact, the company started as a 
manufacturer of telegraph apparatus 
in 1869. 

Yesterday the family relationship 
between Western Electric, American 
Telephone & Telegraph, General Elec- 
tric, Western Union and J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. were briefly sketched in 
the DAILY WORKER. Today we will 
show how the electrical trust is tied 
up closely with the world's money 


activities in many sections. 
Money, Money, Money. 

To begin with, Edward R. Stetti- 
nius, director of Western WBiectric’s 
cousin, General Electric, is also a 
director on the following corpora- 
tions, according to the Directory of 
Directors, New York City, 1921-1922: 
Babcock and Wilcox Company, Fidel- 
ity Phenix Fire Insurance Company, 
General Motors Corporation, Interna- 
tional Agricultural Corporation, Inter- 
national General Electric Company. 
Taking only one of the companies 
just named show how extensively 
its operations are, we choose General 
Motors Corporation, which puts out 
the Buick, Cadillac, Oakland, Oldsmo- 
bile, General Motors Truck and Chev- 
rolet cars, and A-C spark plugs, Delco 
starting, ignition and lighting sys- 
tems, Harrison radiators, Hyatt bear- 
ings, Jacoy steering gears, Jaxon 
rims, Klaxon horns, etc., etc., besides 
controlling iron and steel and other 
subsidiary companies necessary in the 
production of autos and parts. 

Morgan, Financial “Papa.” 
Then, of course, J. P. Morgan him- 
self directs in the Aetna Insurance 
Company, Chamber of Commerce of 
the State of New York, the Discount 
Corporation, the First Security Com- 
pany, International Mercantile Ma- 
rine, Metropolitan Opera and Real 
Estate Association, Montana Farming 
Corporation, the Pullman Company 
and the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion. 
The Pullman Company and the U. 
S. Steel are notorious for following 
the same anti-labor, strictly non- 
union, speed-up policy that the West- 
ern Electric pursues. The Pullman 
Company, which makes, owns and 
runs all the Pullman sleepers in the 
country as well as manufacturing 
freight and passenger cars, does have 
a weak pretense of company union- 
ism. 
In the recent spontaneous strike at 
the Pullman works, just outside of 
Chicago, the company union finks 
were largely responsible for the 
breaking of the strike, altho it took 
them over a month with an alliance of 
hunger and non-support of the strike 
by fellow workers to conquer the men 
who stayed out. 

All Slave-Drivers 

The United States Steel needs no 
introduction to the working-class. It, 
too, has always been known for its 
long hours of labor, its slave-driving 
pace, and its extremely poor pay. Like 
its relatives in the financial family, 
the Pullman Company and Western 
Electric, it has always bitterly opposed 
the least sign of organization among 
the workers, altho it is quite willing 
to relate itself into a gigantic combine 
of business interest, industrial and fi- 
nancial, to beat the workers and the 
“public” as nearly insensible as pos- 
sible. The “family” takes the profits, 


trust and almost coun profitable | 


liberal publications, and the workers 
slave and die. 

Western Electric, like the Pullman 
Company, likes to puff out its chest in 
the brassy company magazine “for the 
employes” about its sick benefits and 
pension system. It is a benevolent 
system and works out most advantage- 
ously—ON PAPER—for the employes. 
In practice, the workers seldom get 
anything, unless they slave silently for 
years and years and years. 

Pensions on Paper Only 

Theoretically the Western Electric 
pays sick benefits, but the, first stipu- 
lation is that the worker must have 


pany. Then he may get benefit to the | 
‘extent of four weeks full pay anid nine | 
weeks half pay—according to the pa- 


per formula. For 10 years service, if 
he is taken ill, the Western Electric 
Company magnificently offers to keep 
him on full time pay for 13 weeks and 
on half-time pay for 89 weeks! 

But if Western Electric wants to ex- 
cuse itself from the paying Benefits, it 
whines “times are dull” and lays off 
the men and women without allowing 
them a whimper. : 

Pensions are supposed to be deter- 
mined by age and length of service 
and the Western Electric Company 
generously refuses to pay less than 
$30 a month to any pensioner. But if 
he doesn’t warrant that much, accord- 
ing to his service, the poor worker is 
likely to be let out without anything 


| the “public” squeals a little thru its 


at all. 
No Chance for Intelligence 

The rate of pensions is supposed to 
be determined by taking one per cent 
of the annual salary of the worker for 
the past ten years times the years of 
his service. “Salary” may mean that 
wage workers are excluded from the 
long service pension. Few of them 
manage to stick thru all the ups and 
downs of industrial depressions when 
men are laid off right and left, as at 
present. 

The workers who are lucky, or un- 
lucky enough to get pensions have to 
have a clear record of slavery to the 
Western Electric Company. My com- 
pany right or wrong” must have been 
their motto thruout their years of servi- 
tude.

They 
love their personal prominence and 
power more than human liberation. 

With them Mr. J. A. H. Hopkins, 
a millionaire beneficiary of preda- 
tory economics, financing a so-called 
progressive high-brow political 
block, called the forty-eighters, 
warns third party folks against St. 
Paul radicalism. They plan a safe 
and sane Fourth at Cleveland to 
acclaim the Pompadour Bob as the 
last thing in political hair-dressing. 
All they need is a kick-in of some 
of Frank Vanderlip’s disgruntled 
millions to make a real classy jazz 
party. 

Fear Enemies of Morgan 

The plaint of these palterers is 
that the active spirits at the St. 
Paul will be subverters of our bles- 
sed Mellon-Gary-Morgan-Rockefeller 
free institutions in cahoots with 
communism and internationalism of 


the pure Russian brand. It ® just 
as well that the American people 
may be shocked into a real interest 
in these bogies. 

The splendid thing to happen at 
St. Paul would be to have a straight 
communist declaration put before 
the American people, and the can- 
didate might well be Bishop Wil- 
liam Montgomery Brown now on 
trial by the Episcopal Church for 
heresy at Cleveland. The charges 
against him are based on his book, 
“Christianism and Communism,” in 
which he says he cannot see how 
any educated and honest man can 
be today other than a revolution- 
ary heretic in religion as well as a 
revolutionary heretic in politics, 
predatory capitalism’s two servants 
being the church on the right and 
politics on the left.

State Insurance Officer Quizzing 

The Municipal Sav and Loan 
Company to which the cqunty officials 
turned over the workers’ money is 
now in the hands of a receiver and 20

appear before the State Insurancé 
Commissioner, Harry L. Conn at Co- 
lumbus. 

The money of Cleveland’s workers 
was paid in as county taxes to be used 
for public purposes and in direct de- 
fiance of the law this money was given 
to a private loan company on secur- 
ity of supposedly “completed build- 
ings” which in reality stand only par- 
tially erected, some of them not more 
than foundations. 


Little Chance to Get Insurance 

Less than half the county money 
given the loan company was insured 
by authorized companies. The remain- 
ing $850,000 taken from the county 
treasury is “insured” by firms not per- 
mitted to do business under Ohio laws 
and the surety bonds for this amount 
were not registered with the state 
superintendent of insurance. Lloyds 
of London is one of the outside firms 
involved. * 

The penalties for the offenses which 
these county officials have comitted 
are fines of not more than $10,000 for 
the use of the county or imprisonment 
for not less than one year nor more 
than 10, or both fine and imprison- 
ment.

(Special to The Daily Worker) 
SPRINGFIELD, In., June 3.—“If the 
St. Paul convention depends upon the 
whiif of one individual, then it had 
better never have been called,” de- 
clared Duncan McDonald, secretary 
of the Illinois Labor Party and its 
candidate for governor, in a state- 
ment calling for support of the June 
17 gathering and denouncing the dis- 

ruptionists. McDonald said: 

“There has been an effort on the 
part of the old line politicians 
and their allies in the newspaper 
field to prevent this gathering of 
farmers and wage workers and ap- 
parently LaFollette is to be the 
pinch hitter in the contest.

WASHINGTON, June 3.— Senator 
Fletcher of Florida, whose political 
attitude has swung to the right as the 
millionaire colonies at Palm Beach 
and Miami have expanded, told the 
Senate that the child labor regulation 
proposed in the pending resolution for 
constitutional amendment would 
“bring labor into contempt.” 
“Constantly fighting to lessen the 
hours of labor—in some instances war- 
Taging the disposition 
to avoid and shirk labor, is harmless 
compared to the reflections on honest 
toil and the effect of the efforts put 
forth to brand labor as a curse,” he

Red Vote Came from

‘BERLIN, June 3.—While political 


dopesters are busy trying to figure 


out just what sort of a cabinet can be 
constructed as a result of the mixed- 
up election results of May 4, the stu- 
dent of labor is more interested in 
knowing what, from the workers’ 
point of view, has taken place. The 
outstanding fact is that the Commun- 
ists have made tremendous gains, in- 
creasing their seats in the reichstag 
from 17 to 62, while the socialists 
have lost terrifically, coming down 
from 170 to barely 100. 

That the Cominunists would gain at 
the expense of the Socialists was free- 
ly admitted in Socialist party head- 
quarters. Of greater interest is the 
question of just where the Socialists 
were strongest and where the Com- 
munists. Communist gains were the 
greatest in the thickly populated dis- 
tricts of the Rhine and Ruhr valleys. 
In the large cities of Berlin, Halle, 
Leipsic, Hamburg, the Communist 
vote was heaviest where the indus- 
trial Workers live. It is pretty safe 
to generalize that, the Communist par- 
ty in the reichstag election has com-

Pleased Peasants Plant 
More Grain 


MOSCOW, June 3.— With the emis- 
sion of the new stable currency, the 
value of the money in curculation in 
Russia has now attained 433,000,000 


rübles as against 110,000,000 at this 


time dast year. In connection with 


the issuing of the stable currency and 
the gradual withdrawal of the Soviet 
paper money, a small change crisis is 
manifesting itself. This, however, is 
only temporary and within the next 
few months, enough of the small 
change of the new currency will have 
been issued to meet fully the needs 
of the country’s circulation. 

A temporary trade depression is 
also taking place because in the days 
of falling currency the consumers’ 
one idea was to change the depreciat- 
ing money into goods as quickly as 
possible, and the turnover was very 
rapid. “This depression will also be 
outlived in a few months, and the in- 
creased purchasing power of the popu- 
lation due to the stable currency will 
mean a greater revival of trade than 
at any time since the revolution. 

In connection with the spring sow- 
ing campaign the peasants will prob- 
ably throw the remainder of their 
grain on the market in order to buy 
implements and other necessary man- 
ufactured articles. 

Great hopes are being placed on the 
possibility Of a good harvest this 
year. The stable currency and the 
rise in agricultural products have had 
a very healthy effect on the peasantry 
who are encouraged to plant a much 
larger area of grain as well as raw 
materials for industrial use, this 
spring, and great progress in all lines 
of agriculture are expected during the

Loss of Markets Hits 
U. S. Industry

Thé southern farmer depending on 
his cotton crop will be forced to join 
the cotton mill worker on a lower 
plane of living as a result of the strug- 
gle of national capitalist groups to 
dominate the world market for cotton 
goods, He will lose his semi-indepen- 
dent position and become just one of 
the thousands of exploited producers 
in an industry organized, like U. 8. 
Steel, from raw material to finished 
product. 

Already Great Britain is using every 
resource to stimulate cultivation of 
cotton in her colonies and so make 
her manufacturers independent of the 
American cotton grower. According 
to Edward Bartlett, president New 
York Cotton exchange, “cotton men 
in Liverpool are talking today as if 
American supremacy as a cotton 
growing nation was a thing of the 
past.

America Losing Out. 

“A large part of the space in the 
Australian building at the British Em- 
pire exposition” he says, is devoted 
to a cotton exhibit showing the great 
strides which have been made in that 
country during the past three or four 
years. The cotton exhibit is thronged 
daily and I hear the comment fre- 
quently that the empire would soon be 
free from the monopoly of American- 
grown cotton.’ 

Bartlett quotes business men from 
South Africa to the effect that cotton 
is replacing gold as an opportunity 
fer getting rich there. Big interests 
in Johannesburg and other places are 
securing options on enormous tracts 
suitable for cotton. 

Half the Crops Exported. 

The importance to the American 
farmer appears when we note that at 
least one-half of thé crop must be ex- 
ported to prevent American cotton 
from becoming a drug on the market. 
During prewar years the U. S. crop 
averaged about 13,000,000 bales. The 
earliest figures for amount exported 
show 8,000,000 bales in 1913. Even 


last year when the boll weevil had cut 


the output to approximately 10,000,000 
bales, 5,292,000 bales were exported. 
England has always taken the major 
portion. 

The great Asiatic market for cotton 
cloth is being increas:ngiy served by 
the cotton mills of India, China and 
Japan consuming almost entirely the 
raw cotton of India and China.
